Ban Franciaeo, May 13. — A apecial 
train bearing Preaident and Mn. Mc- 

Klnloy, Miss Barber, Dr. Rlxey, Sec- 
retary Cortelyou and Henry T. Scott 
arrived here Sunday afternoon from 
Pel Monte. Mrs. McKinlcy was 
brought here by the preaident In ad- 
vance of thi» regular program that eb« 
may obtain (fomplcte rest. Upon ar- 
rival hero tlie pr(^si(li'nt and party 
were driven to the residence of Henry 
T. Scott, wiiicii they will occupy dur- 
ing their stay here. 

Mra. McKinley'a condition ia eald 
not to be alarniin^;. but ahe baa not 
been well since the lonR Journey be- 
gan, and the trip has fatii^'icd h. r v> ry 
much. Saturday night she did not re- 
spond to medical treatment, and .both 
the President and Dr. Rixey consid- 
ered it wise to take her to San Fran- 
cisco, will II' sh" ( uiiUl have enmiiU'te 
rest for a Ifw days ut Mr. Scott's resi- 
dence, and where Ur. Ilirsc hfelter, Mr. 
Scott's physician, could be consulted 
if necessary. 

The ( al)inet and oth'^r members of 
the party will carry out the program 
as arranged, going to San Jose, nnd 
arriving at San Fr%ncisco on Tuesday. 
The present understanding ia that the 
president will rejoin the party at San 
Jose If Mrs. McKlnley's condition p"r- 
mits. Dr. Rixey ^aid Mrs. McKinh y 
is much better than she had been Sat- 
urday night. 

Mrs. McKinley bruised her hand 
while the train was rounding a sharp 
curve in Texas, and has suffered con- 
siderably from the bruise since lUr 
delicate health has asgrav at' d the in- 
jury, and Dr. Rixey was twice com- 
pelled to lance it The lancing reliev- 
ed her very much for the time bMng. 

Secretary Cortelyou, when question- 
ed concerniii.i; .Mrs. .McKinley's condi- 
tion, stated that there was nothing 
alarming in her present indisposition, 
and that perfect quiet and reat for a 
few days would restore her to her 
usual health. It was the Impreaaton. 
however, of those who saw Mra. Mc- 
Kinley, that she is very ill, and that 
her present state may result in an en- 
tire change of the president's program. 

Gloom Over tlie Party. 
Delmonte. Cal., May 13.— The indls 
position of Mra. McKinley caat a aliad- 

ow on the other members of the party 
who remained here, and there was 
talk at first of abandoning tlic entire 
schedule between here and San Fran 
claco, but Mra. McKinley requested 
that the plans pf the party should not 
be disarranged by her departure. The 
party is scheduled to go to Santa Cruz 
for a glimpse of the big trees. The 
day after leaving New Orli^ans a iione 
felon appeared upon Mrs. McKinley'.s 
finger. Her hand became swollen and 
gave her eonsiderabh; pain and pro- 
duced fever, which prevented her 
from alMping. * 

Another Big Bridge. 
New York, May 13.— William J. 
▲mend, counsel for the North River 
Bridge companx».and one of ita direc- 
tors, made the definite announcement 
that the Pennsylvania railiond is back 
of the company's scheme to build a 
bridge from Hol>oken to Manhattan, 
lie said that contracta were now being 
negotiated between the bridge com- 
pany and the various railroad compa- 
nies whose traffic will be accommodat- 
ed by tiu' l)rldge. As soon as these 
could be executed, he said, work on 
the structure would be commenced. It 
la estimated that the bridge can be 
completed within four years. The 
bridge is to be onty for tnuMportatlon 
of passengers. 

All For the West. 
Chicago. May i:;. After a tour of 
the west, including visits to several 
colleges which had been the subjects 
of his benefaottons, Dr. D. K. Pearsons 
has returned to Chicago and aniiounc 
•d that he has drawn a line through 
Chicago and has disinherited every 
thing and everybody cast of that line 
from any share in the money he still 
expects to give away.

Manilla, May 13.— The trial of Caj?- 
tain Frederick J. Barrows of the Thir- 
tieth Volunteer infantry, quartermaa- 
ter of the department of aonthern La- 
zon, on charges connected with the 
commissary scandals, was finished 
Saturday. The verdict haa not yet 
been publicly announced. 

The department of aouthern Luzon 
la aending varioua expeditiona in pur- 
suit of the remaining Filipino banda. 
It is expected the Island of Mindoru 
will be occupied In the near future. 
Many ft^gitive Tagales and a quantity 
of arma are reported to be concealed 
In MIndortf. The United SUtea Phil- 
Ipplno commission is overrun with ap- 
plications for civil positions, and the 
ofhceis of th(- new [irovlnces are sub- 
mitting many questions to the com- 
mission. The routine business of the 
commiaaionera ia very heavy. The 
provincial offlcera hare ancountarad 

no serious dlfficultiea. 

A party of natives partly burned the 

bri(l;;(^ near Lucban. Tayahas prov- 
ince, Thursday night, but were driven 
back without loss on either side. 

A petition is on ita way to the pope, 
signed practically by all the* native 
priests, against the return liere of 
ArchblKhop Chappidle as adiiiinlsti a- 
tor. and favoring the return of Arch- 
bishop Nozaleda, who, although in 
Rome, ia atill Archbiahop of Manilla, 
his resigna' on having never been ac- 
cepted. The opposition to Archbish- 
op f'hatipell(> i-s chiefly on account of 
his evpiessed intention to encourage 
the estal)1ishment of .American prieats 
in the pbiliiipine islands. 

Philippine Police. 
Washington. May 13. — An extensive 
resume of the organisation and vary- 
ing conditions of the Philippine native 

police force is contained in a State- 
ment made public l)y the division of 
insular affairs of the war departmetit. 
The report recites that because of the 
poverty of the municipalltiea the Phil- 
ippine commission appropriated the 
sum of $1511.000 to provide Increased 
pay for ttie liody and offered, through 
General MacArthur, further incentive 
In the way of increased compensation 
for caaea of meritorioua and faithful 
service. Late reports received at the 
war department indicate that an efl- 
dent force of nativt! police has been 
organized, with prospects of further 
extension and increased, ability. The 
total force numbers 6.349 offlcera and 
men, a great many of whom are on 
the "meritorious list" and receive ad- 
ditional pay. The body is concentrat- 
ed principally in ."Vorthern I..uzon, al- 
though the Vist ayas, .Mindanao, Jolo 
and aoutherr Luzon have police forcea 
of conaiderable atrength. In many of 
the towns the men are fully uniformed.

Herrirk Not a Candidate. 

Cleveland. May 18. — The attention 

of Colonel Myron T. Ilerrick was call- 
ed to newsj iper articles to the effect 
that a movi nent is l)eing Inaugurated 
with a view to bringing about his nom- 
ination for governor at the Republican 
state convention. "I believe." said 
Colonel Herrlck. "that Governor Nash 
has the confidence and respect of the 
Republican party in Ohio, as well as 
elsewhere. His administration has 
proved most successful, and he is un- 
doubtedly entitled to renominatlon. 
Indeed. I have no doubt that he will he 
renominated and re-elected. I know 
nothing of the plan to bring my name 
before the convention further th .n 
what has appeared In the newspapers. 
I certainly shall not be a candidate. ' 

Building Four Linera. 
Philadelphia. May 18. — The New 

York Shipbuilding company, at Its 
new yard near Gloucester, N. J., has 
begun work on four steel passeufjer 
and freight steamships for the Atlan- 
tic Transport company. A large 
amount of steel haa been ordered from 
Pittaburg for the yard in order that 
there may be no delay in pushing 
work on the vessels as speedily as pos- 
silile. Two of the boats are to be COO 
feet long and the others .')00 feet, and 
they are to trade from Philadelplua. 
New York and Baltimore to London. 
The ateamahipa are not Intended to be 
flyers, but will bo run at a modtfra^e 
spi ed. They wHl have a carrying ca- 
pacity of 0.000 tons of cargo, an4 W.ll 
be ready for delivery in 1902. 

Loree to Be B. & O. President. 
Philadelphia, May lit.— L. F. Loree, 
fourth vice ireaident of the Pennsyl- 
vania company and general managar 
of the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg, is to be named within the 
ne-tt few days as president of the Itai- 
tlmure and Ohio. J. C. Stuart, general 
superintendent of the Midland North- 
western divlaion of the Baltimore at d 
Ohio, la to be made general auper a- 
tendent of the entire naltlmore a d 
Ohio lines. Such an arrangement w'll 
place the B. & O. under the entire con- 
trol of the I'ennsylvanla railroad. 

'London, May 13. — General Dewet 
according to a dlapat^ta from Pretoria 

has resumed operations, and Is report- 
ed to have crossed into tbe Transvaal 
Wltb 8.000 



Detroit, May 13.— Fanned by a 35 
mile an hour wind, fire swept the weat 
bank of the Rougei river in Del ray, a 
suburb to the south of Detroit, for 

three-tiiiartei s of a mile, and destroy- 
ed over $800,000 worth of property. 

The fire originated in the roof of 
the Balliotte ft Furgason lumber mill. 
The mill bad not been running for sev- 
eral months and the roof was as dry 
as tinder. The building was soon in 
ashes and the (Ire swi pt across a dock 
to where a dredge of the Carkin, Stlck- 
ney ft Cram fieet of dredges wattled 
up Despite efforts to save her this 
craft was burned to the water's edije. 
Great embers were picked up l)y tlv 
wind and dropped on the roof of 
Brownlee & Company's mill and Salt 
I bloc k. and both these buildings wer 
'distroyid. Even the great ' Stream*' 
I from tlie fireboat wr-re powerless to 
check the flam;.8, which were rolling 
down the river bank for hundreds of 
feet. 

Prom the Brownlee property tho fire 

jumped over into the large y a'd whh 1 
the Westei-n L'nion Ti-legi aph < imi 
pany u.-;ed as a storage point for th 'ir 
cedar telegraph poles. The yard is the 
distributing point for 10 atatea and 
over 100,000 poles were stored there. 
The fire swept through the great yard. 
whi( h comprises about eight acres, in 
less than two hours. The plant of the 
-Maltby Lumber company was the last 
one on the river bank and it was soon 
destroyed, together with a large stock 
of cedar poles which waa Btored in the 
company's yard. 

While this lire was burnin?; the lum- 
ber yard of G. A. Kaupp &. Company, 
in Ecorse. about a mile from Delray. 
was set on Are by sparks from a pass- 
ing engine, and 500,000 feet of lumber 
were destroyed. The loaa la about 
$7.'i,ooti. 

Urc'er Martial Law. 
J;;cixson\ illc . i'"la . .May IX.— The city 
will remain under martial law ludtti- 
nitely. Thia waa decided here at a 
conference between the executive com- 
mittee of the Jacksonville relief asso- 
ciation and Governor Jennings and a 
special commission of the Florida leg 
islaiure. The executive committee 
stated plainly to the governor at the 
conference that it apprehended dan- 
ger from h<'rds of nejjioes who havi 
been liockint to Jack.-;oiu ille in tlv 
lioiie uf securing free lations withe\n 
work, and it is believed by the com- 
mittee that the militia should rcmai 
on duty until such time as the eoinml 
tee should decide that their presence 
was unneceaaary. 

Ruaaian Duke Coming. 

St. Petersburg, May i:',.— Grand 
Duke .Micha- I. heir presuniptive to lie 
Kussian throne, has a keen desire to 
visit the United States, but whethei 
he will be able to fuifiil it depends 
largely on the course of events. In a 
recent con vei'sation with Amlias?adoi- 
Tower the giand duk" expressed a 
lively liope tliat he luiiht l)e enabled 
to do so. He recalled the two visitu 
paid the United States by the Grand 
Duke AlexilB. and declared the latter 
wa-s grcatl? Impressed not only with 
wh.it lie saw in .Xni-Tiea. Itiit l!;at li. 
had a grateful reculieetu>u of .Viueri 
( an hospitality. 

Germany and Wall Street. 

Berlin, May 13. — Throughout lant 
week the German bourses studied the 
Wall street situation with the most In 
tense Interest, but with great reserve 
and in expectation of a crash The 
Frankfurter Zeitung now remarks that 
the direct Interest of German specu 
latiou in American aecuritiea is at 
present not great, and German bank- 
CIS liave largely reduced their Ameri 
can holdings of late." Nevertheless 
the paper admits the events in Wall 
street iiave caused anxiety iu tins 
< (juntry beeauae a reaction haa been 
feared upon Kuropean markets. 

What the Boera Overlooked. 

Ijondon, May 18. — At a banquet of 
the Cornish association, held In Lon 

don, General Pole-Carew said: "At the 
beginning of the war, had the Itoeis 
fully realized their strength and oiii 
unpreparedness, we would have b. en 
driven into Durbin and Cape Town and 
we would have presented the apec 
tacle of reconquering South Africa 
from the seucoaat."

Tlx 
China Times reporta the capture ef 
Vrigan'' headquarters, wnere Chine ■ 
were pillaging the neighborhood under 
the leadership of 10 foi^igu soldiers 
The Germans killed 2'J Chinese and 
captured ^ JunR on which a cannon 
was mounted. The new 7,000 ton liner 
Sobranion Iras wrec ked on the Chi- 
nese coast near Lung Ying. prior to 
th(> sailiuK of tho GU nogle. The iias 
sengers and mails were saved. Tlie 
vessel la a total wreck.

Hamburg Line Expanding. 

New York, .May — Following the 
tnnonncement of the visit to this city 
jf Director General Albert I3allin of 
the Hamburg-American steamship liix 
:-ome8 the announcement that th ' 
Hamburg-American line haa acquired 
the Atlas steamship line, which 'or 
the past oO years has plied hi t ween 
Jamaica, Hayti and Central America. 
The Atlas line waa formerly owned by 
an English corporation, but under the 
Hamburg-American line will fly the 
Get man flag. This addition to its serv 
ice makes the Hauilnng-.Vmeric.'in 
Steamship line the largest in the 
world, the entire tonnage being 630,000 
tons, which is divided among 120 ves- 
sels, sailing in :!0 different services. 

Put Up at Auction. 

Paris, May 13,— Several of the resi- 
dences foiniing i)art of the estate of 
the late Dr. Thomas W. Kvans (th.e 
famous .American dentist, lon^' ;i resi- 
dent of Paris, who, during the i'raneo- 
Prusslan war facilitated the escape of 
Empreaa Eugenie), were put up at 
auction. The Hotel Dps Souveralns, 
aa it became known dm-ing t!ie Paris 
exposition, was ofl'ered at the ui)st t 
price of 2,800,000 francs, but did not 
find a purchaser. The property on th > 
Rue De La Pompe was offered at tlie 
upset price of IMIO.OOO francs, but this 
also was not sold. Th^; house on the 
avi ni'.e Kleber waa aold for 420,0 lO 
francs.

ed, and t.'Veiy une of the remaiudi r 
Were more or less bruised. A collision 
with a trtdU > ear ( aused the accident. 
The dead are .Michael Schneir and Jo- 
seph Picklet. The merrymakers were 
on their way to a hotel lo niili s away, 
wher(> they Were to have (laui •. 
They were nil in ou'' wasion, the bot- 
tom of which had been tilled Willi 
Straw. When in front of the hotel the 
driver of tho wagon tried to cross the 
tracks of a trolley line In front of an 
apiiroac liing cai', but the (ar struck 
the rear end of tlie wagon, ih'; vehi- 
cle was demolishi d. 

I'ickle was hurled into the air and 
ft 11 30 feet away, his head striking a 
fire hydrant. Schneir was also thrown 
Into the air and landed li .id first on 
the macadem pavi ment. I!i,t!i dieil in 
a short tiihe. Miss Mattiie Debovise 
sustained severe contusion of the 
chest and hips and waa the worst hurt 
auumg till' injured. The car Itself 
was badly wrecked, but none of the 
25 passengers was injured. The mo- 
torman was arrested, though claiming 
to be without blame in the matter.
